San Francisco’s Round up 


CHTY HALL CORNER STONE 
TAKEN UP. LAID AG YEARS 


Mayor and Prominent Officials Par- 
ticipate in Exercises 


San Francisco. — After slumbering 
solidly and undisturbed through forty- 
six years and surviving the city’s 
greatest tragedy, the corner stone of 
the old City Hall, laid in February, 
1872, was Monday taken up in the 
presence of Mayor Rolph, City Treas- 
urer John FE. McDougald, Recorder Ed- 
mond Godchaux, President Riordan of 
the Board of Public Works and Super- 
visors Ralph McLeran, Cornelius Deasy, 
Richard Welch and Oscar Hocks. 

The object of the ceremony was to 
reach the copper box holding the me- 
mentoes of the original occasion, a 
complete list of which—including sun- 
dry bottles of sparkling wine—would 
fill half a column. 

The stone was in the pile of debris 
adjacent to the temporary Red Cross 
building now being erected. 

On top of the stone proper was an- 
other, superimposed as a lid. Work- 
men, assisted by Supervisors and 
others, pried off the top rock, which 
weighed about seven tons, and let it 
fall over with a crash. 

This revealed the copper box—a 
cube about two feet square—as fresh 
as when it was planted by Grand Mas- 
ter Mason Leonidas E. Pratt, assisted 
by Mayor William Alvord, in 1872. 

City Treasurer McDougald, who had 
thoughtfully brought along an Amer- 
ican flag, waved the emblem bravely 
and started a cheer. 

What was in the box? 

Eager hands and tackle hauled it 
from its rocky nest and it was taken 
over to the City Treasurer’s strong- 
hold pending the action of the Board of 
Supervisors, 

In that body and among all other 
departments of the city government 
curiosity rose to fever pitch’ but be- 
fore anything to appease that curi- 
osity could be effected, the Italian 
journalists came on the scene, and no 
official opening could take place for 
the time being. 

By the time the distinguished visi- 
tors took their departure, the City 
Treasurer had opened the box and 
checked its contents. 

Many interesting souvenir were 
hidden in that box and have survived 
the lapse of years. One of them is a 
silver plate inscribed as follows: 

The corner stone of the City

THE GREAT WAR

ship. It was not upon their impulse that 
their Government acted in entering this 
war. It was not with their previous 
knowledge or approval. It was a war 
determined upon as wars used to be de- 
termined upon in the old unhappy days 
when peoples were nowhere consulted by 
their rulers, and wars were provoked and 
waged in the interest of dynasties or of 
little groups of ambitious men who were 
accustomed to use their fellow men as 
pawns and tools. Self-governed nations 
do not fill their neighbor states with 
spies or set the course of intrigue to 
bring about some critical posture of af- 
fairs which will give them an opportun- 
ity to strike and make conquest. Such 
designs can be successfully worked out 
only under cover and where no one has 
the right to ask questions. Cunningly 
contrived plans of deception or aggres- 
sion, carried, it may be, from generation 
to generation, can be worked out and 
kept from the light only within the priv- 
acy of courts or behind the carefully 
guarded confidences of a narrow and 
privileged. class. They are happily im- 
possible where public opinion commands 
and insists upon full information con- 
cerning all the nation’s affairs. 

“A steadfast concert for peace can 
ne be maintained except by a part- 
nership of democratic naitons. No auto- 
cratic Government could be trusted to 
keep faith within it or to observe its 
covenants. It must be a league of honor, 
a partnership of opinion. Intrigue would 
eat its vitals away; the plottings of in- 
ner circles who could plan what they 
‘vould and render account to no one 
would be a corruption seated at its very 
heart. Only free peoples can hold their 
purpose and their honor steady to a com- 
mon end and prefer the interests of man- 
Kind to any narrow interest of their 
own ** @ @ 

“* * * ‘The world must bé made safe 
for democracy. Its peace must be plant- 
ed upon the tested foundations of politi- 
cal liberty. We have no selfish ends tu, 
serve. We desire no conquest, no do- 
winion. We seek no indemnities for our- 
selves, no material compensation for the 
sacrifices we shall freely make. We are 
but one of the champions of the rights 
of mankind. We shall be satisfied when 
those rights have been made as secure 
as the faith and the freedom of nations 
can make them * * * ® 


“e # * * We shall, happily, still have 


an opportunity to prove that friendship [ 


(for the German people) in our daily at- 
titude and actions towards the millions 
of men and women of German birth and 
native sympathy who live amongst us 
and share our life, and we shall be proud 
to prove it towards all who are in fact 
loyal to their neighbors and to the Gov- 
ernment in the hour of test. They are, 
most of them, as true and loyal Ameri- 
cans as if they had never known any 
other fealty or allegiance. They will be 
prompt to stand with us in rebuking 
and restraining the few who may be of 
a different mind and purpose. If there 
should be disloyalty, it will be dealt with 
with a firm hand of stern repression; but 
if it lifts its head at all, it will Hft it 
only here and there and without counte- 
nance except from a lawless and malig- 
nant few.’’—(Speech to the Senate, April 
2, 1917.) 

7. Declaration of a state of war with 
Germany. Passed in the Senate (April 
4) by a vote of 32 to 6; in the House 
(April 6), 373 to 50.— (See War Cyclope- 
dia, under ‘War, Declaration Against 
Germany.’) 

“Whereas, The Imperial German Gov- 
ernment has committed repeated acts of 
war against the Government and the 
people of the United States of America; 
Therefore be it 

“Resolved by the Senate and House of 
Beprgsentatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That 
the state of war between the United 
States and the Imperial German Gov- 
ernment which has thus’ been thrust 
upon the United States is hereby form- 
ally declared; and that the President be, 
and he is hereby, authorized and directed 
to employ the entire naval and military 
forces of the United States and the re- 
sources of the Government to carry on 
war against the Imperial German Gov- 
ernment; and to bring the conflict to a 
successful termination all the resources 
of the country are hereby pledged by the 
Congress of the United States.”—(Joint 
Resolution of Congress, approved by the 
President, April 6, 1917.) 


8.. Declaration of War against Aus- 
tria-Hungary (December 7, 1917). Pass- 
ed unanimously in the Senate, and with 
one opposing vote (Meyer London, So- 
cialist, from New York City, voting 
“present’) in the House.—(See War Cy- 
clopedia, under ‘Austria-Hungary, Break 
With,’ ‘Dumba, Recall of,’ ‘War, Declar- 
ation against Austria-Hungary,’ etc.)

Each time a new Liberty loan is an- 
nounced we should hall it with pleas- 
ure. For years we have used the 
phrase “as good as a government 
bond” as indicating the safest invest- 
ment possible, but before the war it 
was impossible for the average in- 
vestor to secure a government bond. 
Periodically an issue was made, but it 
was so quickly subscribed for by the 
bankers that the small investor had 
Mttle chance. Now we all have a 
chance, and a chance at all that we 
ean afford to buy. 


It will, of course, be argued by some 
when the fourth Liberty loan is an- 
nounced that they have not as yet 
paid for the third loan bonds for which 
they subscribed. That may be true, 
but that is no reason why we should 
fail to subscribe again. Before the 
fifth loan can be issued we will have 
paid for the third loan bonds and be- 
gun paying for the fourth loan bonds 
that we subscribed for. Thus if we 
go on we will have a distinct part in 
each loan, have each month put aside 
a sum for the best investment on 
earth, have acquired the steady habit 
of saving, and when the last loan is 
announced and we shc.) have taken 
part of that and paid for it, we shall 
find ourselves in possession of a col- 
lection of bonds that will make us 
proud of the share we tock in the war 
and have a comfortable “nest egg” in 
the bargain. 


Must Do Our Best. 


Never, really, was there such a 
stimulant given us to do without the 
nonessential and save. Not only is it 


-saving for our boys and helping them 


to fight, but it is saving for them when 
they come home and saving for our- 
selves. Is there, in imagination, a 
Pprouder parent than that father or 
mother, who when his or her boy 
comes home from serving his country, 
can open a drawer and pull out a neat 
little package of Liberty loan bonds? 
That is what we mean by “keeping the 
ome-fires burning;” by “backing up 
our boys,” by “doing out bit.” The 
only point is that we should change 
the latter to “doing our best.” We've 
done our “bit” In the past loans; ia 
this fourth loan we should do our 
“best.”

There are scores of 
things we can do without which seem 
necessities and yet are really luxuries. 
Our boys “over there” are doing with- 
out them and offering their lives be 
sides. We are not asked for the latter. 
All we are asked to do 1s to do without 
here something and there something, 
and by doing this we are patriots! 
And all the time while we are ad- 
judged patriots we are investing our 
money in the safest thing on earth and 
getting a good interest on it in the 
bargain. nkly, can you “beat it?” 
It is something to ask a man to give 
money, without a return, and be a 
patriot. 
the government asks that a man shall 
loan is his money, safely guarded and 
at a good interest, and still he is a 
patriot. 


Must Lend or Be Taxed. 


Another point we must remember, 
taking this whole matter simply on 
an economic basis: That the more of 
these Liberty bonds we buy the less 
taxes we will have to pay. The gov- 
ernment must have the money to keep 
up the war and feed and clothe our 
boys. This year it needs about $24,000,- 
000,000. This amount it must get from 
the people. And if the people won't 
oan dn bonds, it must take in taxes. 
Hence, the more we loan the less we 
will have to give. 

It’s all a question of saving, saving, 
saving—and never was there a better 
time to begin than now with the Lib- 
erty loan bonds as an attraction. The 
man who has no ready money with 
which to buy the bonds -is the very 
man that the government wants above 
all other classes of men to loan it his 
money; his money saved here with a 
dollar and there with a quarter. It is 
the finest kind of money to give to our 
country: the money that we save by 
some act of self-denial.

And the only way to 
bring this about is for you and me to 
do our part and to do it fully. This 
means to loan every cent we can to the 
government; hold nothing back, but 
give it our all. It isn't a question of 
when can we end the war; it is a ques- 
tion of when you or I end the war. It 
{s what you and I do. It is the drop 
of water, multiplied by millions, that 
makes the deluge. It is what you and I 
do in our small way that, multiplied 
by the millions, makes for a united 
strength before which nothing can 
stand. Win the war we will, but when 
we win it depends upon us. “It can’t 
be too soon for me,” we say. Then 
let’s get busy, real busy, and save and 
loan to our government what we save. 


U-BOATS USE OIL CAMOUFLAGE 


Submarine Commanders Try a New 
Trick, but "Twas Quickly 
Found Out. 
London. — Tricky German U-boat 
eommanders have conceived a new plan 
designated to deceive crews of the al- 
lied submarine destroyers In the game 
of hide and seek in Buropean waters. 
When a depth bomb ts discharged and 
does not cripple or destroy the Ger- 
man undersea boat, as sometimes hap- 
pehs, a quantity of ofl is released by 
some device of the submersible and 
quickly rises to the water’s surface. 
The hope of the German U-boat cap- 
tain is that the commander of the de- 
stroyer will see the oll, believe that the 
submarine has been wrecked and drop 
no more depth charges. Meantime, the 
German is endeavoring to escape. 
American and British commanders of 


destroyers and submarine chasers dis- 
covered the scheme of the Germans 
some time ago and since then have 
been dropping depth bombs in greater 
numbers than previously, using the oil 
as a guide to the general location of 
their target. “Oil camouflage” the 
American and British navy men call 
this latest German submarine trick. 


WOMEN HANDLE BIG SHELLS 


Young Gritish Mother Setties Ques 
tlon of Their Physical 
Fitness to Do &o. 


Liverpool, Eng.—When women first 
were put to work in shell factories here 
they handled only the light fleld-gun 
shells. Later it became necessary for 
them to turn out larger shells, and 
doubts were raised as to whether the 
women were strong enough to handle 
them. A young mother settled the 
question. 

“Let me heft the shell,” she sald, 
picking one up from the floor. “Aye,” 
she commented, “this shell is a mite 
heavy, "tis true, but it’s not so heavy 
as my baby.” 

There is a shell factory in this dis- 
trict operated almost exclusively by 
the daughters of business and profes- 
sional men. Many are young girls 
who had never done any kind of work 
other than needle work and cooking. 
The heavy work of the establishment 
is performed by the wives of sailors. 

This is a nonprofit making factory 
and it is the geply of the Cunard com- 
pany to the Germans for the sinking 
of the Lusitania. 


FINDS SON AMONG WOUNDED 


New York Woman In Paris Voluntarily 
Alding Nursee Discovers” 
Own Boy. 

Paris.—A New York woman attached 
to the American Red Cross happened 
to be In Paris and volunteered to help 
in caring fop-the wounded coming in 
from the battle field. She was work- 
tng busily when startled by a loud cry 
of “Mother!” 

Turning, she saw her own son, a 
young lieutenant im the Amertcan 
army. He had been wounded in the 
leg by eRgapnel. The first news she 
had had that her son was engaged in 
the battle was when she heard his cry. 
She obtained permission to accompany 
her son to a hospital. After seeing 
that he was attended to, she went back 
to the station to cheer, as she said, 
the boys who had no hope of finding 
a mother to welcome them. 

The mother is a prominent social 
worker in New York, and has been 
doing Red Cross relief work among the 
refugees in France. Her work usu- 
ally keeps her in the south of France.
